No worries. 

The evidence gross wt of 41.49 which is documented on the Drug Receipt and the control card. 

When an illicit narcotic is submitted to the lab, the submitting police dept will place the sample into 
another plastic bag. The officer will heat seal the plastic bag and initial the seal. This is done to 
maintain the integrity of the sample. The evidence office will assign the sample a lab number and an 
evidence gross wt of the entire sample.(which is the sample + its packaging + the heat seal bag) 

When the sample is assigned to a chemist, we will check to make sure the evidence gross wt is accurate. 
Then they will cut open the heat seal bag with the officer's initials and remove the sample with its 
packaging. From there, we will obtain gross wt of the sample + its packaging. Then a net wt of the 
sample alone.
